Alf Prater Gives the Word to Start—How 
the Girls Looked as They Began Their 
Long Walk. 


The twenty-seven hour walking match be- 
tween MissesBlanche Du Pois,Lela Devon and 
Viola Montague was‘ started in Centennial 
hall last night at 8 o'clock. 

A very fair crowd, including a number of 
ladies, was ‘present when the start. was made. 

halt, for the contest, had been 
transformed intoa minature Madison Square 
garden. _The track. was arranged round the 
wall in ag near a ciscle as possible, and on the 
inside chairs and benches wers arranged. 
The track was of sawdust, twenty-six laps to 
the mile. Electri¢ lights were put up during 
the day, and when, the girls started on their 
long g0-as-you-please, a string band of three 
piece struck up a lively air. The band re- 
mained through the evening, an@ when the 
novelty wore off did much to inspire the walk- 
ers and amuse the spectators. 

Protessor Donovan was master of ceremo- 
nies, and a corps of ushers and officers were on 
hand to attend the convenience of the audi- 
ence, and to preserve. order. In both they 
succeeded wel). 

Blanche Du Pois, the Canada champion,was 
the first to appear upon the track. She came 
from the dressing room in one corner of the 
hall, and walked lightly with a springy step, 
round the track to the scoring stand. She 
wore a biue blouse with a red knee skirt and 
white sash, the whole: costume set off by a 
aunty little red and blue cap and black stoek- 
ings with canvas shoes. She carried in her 
hand a sma}l Canadian flag. 

Lela Devon, the New York champion, 
tripped around the sawdust at the call for No. 
2. Her costume wes the same cut as the first, 
except the blouse was red and _ the 
skirt blue, with a red Tam-o-Shanter hat. She 
carried the American flag. 

The last of the walkers to appear was V. 
Montague, the Atlanta contestant. She wore 
a white sailorsuit with black sash and braid, 
and carried the Georgia state colors. 

All the girls are well made, showing a high 
degree of muscular development. The Canada 
and New York champions are both, brunettes, 
short in statue, and almost of the same build 
and weight. On the other hand 
Miss Montague, who. thinks she can 
out walk anyone north 62 Mason and Dixon’s 
line—anyone in petticédats—is a tall blonde. 
She is a walker, not a runner, and from the 
start last night, struck a steady gait, almost as 
rapid as the dog-trog of hér competitors. 

The Canada girl relies also on her heel and 
toe movement, though she occasionally created 
applause by giving the New Yorker,the sprin- 
ter of the trio, a lively hop-skip-and-jump for 
&@ round or two. 

Alf Prater, the mountain wonder gave the 
word ‘“‘go,’’ just as the hands on the 
timekeeper’s watch indicated 8 {o'clock. 
The girls darted off at a lively gait, the Cana- 
dian in the lead and the New Yorker and 
Georgian following. The positions remained 
this way for half a dozen laps, when Miss 
Devon dashed in the lead, holding it until the 
end of the first mile, which was finished a lap 
in the lead in seven minutes and thirty seconds. 

After going another mile or sothe New 
Yorker retired from the track for a moment or 
two. Shortly after she appeared, the Canada 
girl went off, but the tall Georgian kept up her 
regular heel and, toe, never retiring to her 
corner until near the end of the first hour. 

At 9 o'clock, Lela Devon had finished her 
six miles and four laps, with Du Pois a couple 
of laps behind, and Montague just passing the 
five scoring points.

The Portland Oregonian is a south-hating 
newspaper, but it very sensibly admits that 
the old war-time talk is out pf place in these 
peaceful days, 

In 1865 a northern poet wrote: 

**J’'d sooner take my chance to stand 

At judgment where your meanest slave is, 
Than at God’s bar hold up a hand 

As dripping red as yours, Jeff. Davis,” 


The Oregonian says that these hitter 
‘words expressed the northern mood at that 
time, but the poet and his people now take 
a broader view of the subject. They no 
longer hold any one man resPonsible for the 
war. 

Time gives people a clearer vision... The 
opponents of Jefferson Davis once regarded 
him asa hot-headed enemy of the union, 
They now see that he wasa conservative 
thinker, a student of the doctrines of Jeffer- 
eon and Calhoun—a product of the theories 
held and advocated by the framers of our 


government. 
The southern confederacy, our contempo- 


rary says, was simply the democratic party 
of Thomas Jefferson in arms and fighting 
forits principles. ‘‘Jefferson Davis was not 
the leader of this great political effort, but 
only a product of it, and as the country now 
looks back on the struggle in the clear cold 
light of history there is little reason for 
wiimosity towards him,’’ 

Despite the partisan bias of the Oregon 
newspaper, its comments are characterized 
by moderation and justice. In the course 
of time our great secession struggle will be 
regarded as the English people now regard 
their revolutions of 1640 and 1688, The 
memories of those red civil wars are now 
prized as a precious heritage by all English- 
men, and no man cares a jot on which side 
his ancestors fought. All that he wants to 
know is the fact that they did fight valiantly 
on one side or the other, proving themselves 
heroes in times that tried men’s souls. 

So it will be in this country in another 
generation. The northerner will congratu- 
Jate the southerner upon being the descend- 
ant of a gray jacket who swore by Davis 
and followed the banner of Lee, and the 
southerner will speak admiringly to his 
northern neighbor of the men in blue who 
responded to Lincoln’s call and swarmed to 
the front under Grant. 

Something of this spirit is manifest even 
now. A few pestiferous -puliticians and 
snmiail men cannot long keep the American 
people in an angry mood with their own 
countrymen. The day is coming when the 
common verdict will be that the north and 
south were both right. Such a verdict may 
be open to criticism, but it will be thor- 
oughiy American. 
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“ Hgactional Paper Currency. 

During the present session of congress it 
€s quite likely that one or more bills will be 
introduced providing for the issue of frac- 
tional currency. 

Many newspaper publishers are in favor 
of such a measure. They complain that it 
inconveniences them to receive postage 
stamps for small sums. At the last session 
a fractional currency Lill passed the house, 
but the secretary of the treasury appeared 
before the senate finanee committee and ar - 
gued so earnestly against the bill that Sen- 
ator Aldrich prepared a measure amending 
the postal note law so as to make the fee for 
notes under one dollar only one cent, instead 
ef three cents, the present charge. Sucha 
bil) will probably be passed at the present 
sessicn, and the postoftice department will 
be expected to modify its regulations and 
make the sale and redemption of these notes 


more convenient. 
It is true that postal notes are lable to be 


stolen, but the danger is greater with frac- 

tional currency. If a postal note is stolen 

there is*a better chance of tracing the thief. 
+»... It is to be hoped that Senator Aldrich’s bill, 
‘Sor one like it, will become a law. 


New York and the Fair. 
The New York papers having dispaired 
of raising a sufficient amount for the 


‘world’s fair guarantee fund, now say that | 


such a fund is not necessary, and that con- 
gress onght to go ahead and name the city 
as the site of the fair. 

This would be a very simple matter, in- 
deed, but the probability is that congress 
will do no such thing. It is easy enough to 
gay that the fair ought to be held in New 
York, other things being equal. Here is 
Chicago raising the money right along, and 
the energy of the people of that city is in 
striking contrast with the attitude of the 
rich men of New York, who absolutely re- 
fuse to have anything to do with the fair. 

Would it be easier for New York to raise 
the money, knowing that the fair would be 
held there, than it is now under the stimu- 

‘Jus of competition? Decidedly not. We 
think the fair ought to be held in New 
York, but if that city can’t raise the money 
it. ought to confess the fact and subside as 
gracefully as possible. — 


Inflammable Cotton. 

The New England cotton mills are com- 
piaining because some of the cotton they 
receive is saturated in oil. Samples of this 
eotton have been sent to the Institute of 
Technology, and the tests made there show 
that the cotton thus damaged is exceedingly 
liable to spontaneous combustion. The 
oil pressed from the samples is found to be 
cotton seed oil, and it ignites at moderate 
heat, such as might be created by close 
packing ‘in a storeroom or warehouse. 

It is thought probable that this satura- 
tion is the result of the transportation of 
cotton in cars that have been employed in 
carrying cotton seed oil. 

Those who have tested the samples are of 

. the opinion that oil saturation explains the 
‘many mystcrious cotton fires in warehouses 


and on ship-board that have ‘taken place | 


for the carelessness that permits so sensi-— 
tive a fiber as cotton to be transported to 
market in cars that contain the leakage of 
oil barrels. There is no other crop of the 
same value, Or even approaching it, that is 
handled and marketed with the same in- 
difference, 

By means of this carelessness, millions of 
dollars are wasted-every year, and while it 
has become a fixed habit, it is by no means 
necessary to add to the loss by shipping cot- 
ton in oilears. The line ought to be drawn 
somewhere, and the responsibility ought to 
be placed where it belongs. 
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Experiments in Cotton Culture. 


While a eotton planter in South Carolina 


has been successfully experimenting to de- 
velop a variety of the plant ‘that produces 
lintless seed, another planter in Mississippi 
~-Mr. W. A. Cook, of Norman—has been 
inaking. experiments that are still more 
promising and important. He has been 
working in the direction of increasing the 
length and improving the quality of the 
staple. 

Mr. Cook began his experiments eight 
years ago by carefully selecting the longest 
and best bolls he could find sufficient to 
plant an acre each year. When ‘he began 
these experiments, the staple was an inch 
and an eighth long, and now it is nearly 
two inches long. Inaddition to this, Mr. 
Cook is surprised to find that the staple is 
not only increasing in length, but in yield. 

At first he could only make a light bale to 
the acre, but the quantity has increased 
from year to year, until he was able to 
gather this season six hundred and five 
pounds of lint from an acre. He is con- 
fident that the quality and quantity of this 
cotton is susceptible of still further im- 
provement, and in that direction he pro- 
poses to push his experiments. 

In the planting, cultivation, gathering, 
packing and marketing of the cotton crop 
there is great haste, waste and carelessness. 
li Mr. Cook’s experiments are as successful 
as they seem to be, he will stimulate im- 
provement in various directions. 

The Ohio M ystery. 

There are phases of the Ohio ballot-box 
forgery that are very funny, not to say pe 
culiar, 

The forgery, it will be remembered, was 
used by Editor Halstead to crush Camp- 
bell, the democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor, after Foraker had declared that the 
document could not be made public. It was 
the general view, after the affair was shown 
to be a forgery, that it was concocted for the 
purpose of destroying Campbell, who was 
running against Foraker. And yet, how 
futile is human supposition. 

It appears, however, from Foraker’s long 
epistle of explanation, thathe was dicker- 
ing for the forged document before Camp 
bell was mentioned as a candidate for gov- 
ernor. He was fretting and fuming and 
telegraphing to Wood about it at least a 
inonth befure the democratic convention 
met, 

Was Foraker trying to crush Campbell, 
who was at that time a comparatively ob- 
scure citizen? Such a conclusion would be 
unreasonable, Foraker was gunning for 
bigger game; he was seeking to crush Sher- 
man. McKinley and Butterworth. 

To that end, he was using his utmost en- 
deavors, and by playing on Mr. Halstead’s 
partisan enthusiasm he was able to use that 
manly but impetuous editor as an instru- 
ment. This is shown not less by the actual 
facts that have come to light than by Mr. 
Halstead’s prompt and contemptuous ex- 
posure and repudiation of the whole affair, 
which was as effectual as the explosion of a 
dynamite bomb under the fect of the econ- 
spirators. 

But, prompt as Editor Halstead’s expos- 
ure was, he had already been led further 
into the disreputable business then he had 
any idea of. He wastoo busy in the affair 
to keep his eye on current events. For in- 
stance, John Sherman, hearing that his 
name was attached to an incriminating doc- 
ument, telegraphed to the Evening Post.at 
Cincinnati, declaring that any statement 
connecting him with the ballot-box scheme 
was a lie, and any subscription in his name 
was a forgery. 

This was not satisfactory to Editor Hal- 
stead, who apparently had his bristles up. 
It was not until two days afterwards that he 
exposed the forgery. In explaining this, 
Mr. Halstead remarks complacently that 
‘‘there was a feeling that Sherman could 
hardly have known what he was about when 
he placed his name upon. the paper.’’ Con- 
sidering that he did not sign his name to 
the paper, Mr. Halstead’s remark must be 
supposed to have a humorous twist. 

But. what does T.C. Campbell mean when

The Galveston News, under the heading 
“Honor the Great Dead,”’ has this fine editoria} 
on the death of Mr. Davis: 

“When [President Garfield lingcred between life 
and death, after the cruel wound had been inflicted 
by the assassin, the expressions of sympathy and 
coudolence were as universal and as sincere in the 
south as in the porth, and when death relieved him 
of his suffering the southern press and people, 
actuated by a true national spirit, recognized the 
national 1088 and joined in paying 
tribute to his virtues. When General 
Grant wes gathered to his fathers, men who 
had opposed him in arms followed his remains to 
their last resting place and placed garlands upon 
his tomb. The south mingled her tears with those 
ofthe north. Tic past, with al: its bitterness, was 
forgotten. There was no sectionalism, no erlmina- 
tion, only evulogism, sorrow and regret. The mem- 
ory of Jefferson Davis is as dear to the south 
ns that of General Graut is to 
the victorions north. His name and fame are 
guarded with moire tenderness aud jealousy because 
of hig vicarious suffering and the heroic fortitude 
with which he bore himself in this, 
all other condiiions of life 
if he had worn the laurel 
of success. Today the south ciaims the poor privi- 
lege of paying the-last sad tribute toone who was 
the embodiment ofa hope that perished in the 
smoke ot battle, of a cause that was baptized in the 
blood of her bravest sous, and was on!y lost when 
her energies were exhausted and human endeavor 
could no longer avail.

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MR. GRADY’S SPEECH. 


HE MAKES THE GREATEST HIT OF 
HIS LIFE, 


The New York Papers Quote Largely, and 
Praise Editorially—The Drift of Opinion 
in Washington. 


Boston, Mass., December 15.—[Special.]— 
At an early hour this morning Mr. Grady and 
his party left for the town of Plymouth on @ 
special train provided by Colonel Choate, of 
the Old Colony road. About fifty Bostonians 
accompanied the party. Upon reaching Ply- 
mouth they were met by a large part of its 
population, and Mr. Grady was introduced by 
Mr. Davis, president of the Pilgrim society, 
and was receivod with three cheers and a 
tiger. Threecheers were then given for the 
party of southerners who had come to see Ply- 
mouth Rock and the Plymouth Rock monu- 
ment.

FINANCIAL EMBARRASSMENT OFr 
ATLANTA’S BIG FIRM. 


A Sale Made fto G. B. Everett & Co.—The 
Statement of a Partner—All Traceable to 
the Central Elevator Failure. 

Akers Brothers are financially embarrassed. 

Late yesterday they made a sale of their 
stock of raw material and manufactured goods 
to Messrs. G. B. Everett & Co., their heaviest 
creditors, and took other steps to secure their 
creditors against loss. 

The liabilities of the firm aro estimated at 
$60,000 to $75,000; the assets from $60,000 to 
$100,000. 

THE FIRM OF AKERS BROS. 

is probably the largest of its kind in the south. 

Besides operating the largest corn and flour 

mills in the southern states they have also 

been the largest grain dealers. Their mill at 

Mel vor’s station is the largest of its kind in 

Georgia. They have besides an elevator at 

NMcIvor’s, and a large warehouse on Forsyth 

street in Atlanta. Their business has reached 

from Tennessce to the seacoast, covering the 
two Carolinas, Georgia, Fiorida and Alabama. 

The firm consists of Messrs. G. W. Akers, 
W.T. Akersand J. K. P. Akers. These 
gentlemen have been in business in Atlauta 
for years, and have always enjoyed the confi- 
dence of the business world. As one of the 
heaviest creditors said lastnight: “You can’t 
say too much forthem. They have always 
been thoroughly sound, and all Atlanta will 
hope that their embarrassment is only ,tem- 
porary.” 


MR,-GEORGE W. AKERS, 
the head of the firm, was at McIvor’s yester- 
day and could not be seen. His nephew, Mr. 
Jim Akers, who theroughly understands all 
the circumstances of the firm’s embarassments, 
was scen, however, and said: “Our trouble 
was caused by the pressure in the money 
market apd is traceable directly to the 
failure of the Kennesaw mills in 
Marietta and that of the Central ele- 
vator of Chattanooga. We had cunsiderable 
paper out and the banks refused to renew or 
give us time. Messrs. Fverett & Co. were our 
Jargest creditors and they have purchased the 
stock on hand. They only securo certain 
papers, however. Our embarassment was very 
sudden and we have had notimeto form any 
pians for the future.’’ 
THE HIGH STANDING 

of the firm is attested to by everybody who 
hbaseverhad any dealingswithit. The firm 
has always used a good deal of commercial 
paper. The recent failures of the Central Ele- 
vator and the Kennesaw mills have made the 
banks suspicious fof even the best grain paper. 
Siow collections, without a sufticient amount 
of cash capital to tide over the sudden demand 
brought about the embarrassment. It was to 
secure Messrs. G. B. Everett & Co. that the sale 
ofstock was made. A mortgage on the mills at 
MclIvor’s has, it is understood, been given the 
Western and Atlantic railroad to secure it 
against loss on account of outstanding bills of 
lading, and it is said that the other creditors 
bave been secured. 

Besides those mentioned, probably the 
heaviest creditors are Messrs. George E. Hop- 
pie & Co. Mr. Hoppie said lastJevening: ‘I 
am satisfied the Akers Bros. are solvent. 
I know I voice the sentiment. of 
business Atlanta when I say that I hope the 
embarrassment is only temporary.” 

A creditor estimates the Mclvor’s property at 
$60,000, the outstanding accounts at $15,000 to 
$25,000, and the manufactured stock and raw 
material, at $35,000. ‘“‘This,’’ he said, ‘‘is only 
a guess, but it will not be found far wrong.”’ 

Mr. G. W. Akers will return to the city to- 
day and will doubtless be able to givea full 
viatement of the firm’s affairs.

He said yesterday that it was not a matter in 
which the law gave him the slightest power to hold 
the order back, and after its Issued there was 
nolaw permitting the sheriff to delay the levy one 
hour after receiving his instructions.

THE WEST POINT SERVES NOTICE. 

The Atlanta and West Point railroad notified 
Comptroller-General Wright yesterday that they 
were exempt, and would not pay the tax on slee p- 
ing cars which was imposed on all roads by the 
last legislature. 


Some days ago Comptroller Wright sent a co f 
the bill to every railroad in Georgia. It stated “hat 
in obedience to the law all roads would be taxed a 
certain sum for every mile over which they dragged 
sleeping cars other than the ones owned by the 
home corporation, 

In reply the Atlanta and West Point road submits 
& sworn statement which sets forth that they run a 
large number of Pullman sleeping cars over ninety - 
seven miles of track. They, however. refuse to ay 
taxes on the ground that every car is employed in 
interstate commerce and consequently exempt. 

Comptroller bade oe said, after reading the law 
carefully, that nothing was said about exemption 
on account of interstate commerce, and he would 
be obiiged to enforce the payment of thetax. A 
refusal to pay will necessitate a law case. The 
comptroller will notify the attorney general, and it 
will be left to the courts to decide if the legislature's 
action is unconstitutional. 

The railroad men claim that the legislature tried 
to tax the Pullman Car company, and finding that 
Cause unconstitutional they have imposed this tax 
in order to reach the Pullman company through 
the Georgia railroads. They further claim that the 
ve Sas not stand, as it is manifestly unconstitu-
